The public meeting to give expression to 
the public judgment concerning the recent 
deliberate frauds upon the ballot-box in order 
te force on the city an entirely new charter, 
will be held at McCormick's Hall to-night. 
There should be a large attendance. The 
fraud was a wholesale one, and was delib- 
erate. It was boldly and unblushingly car- 
ried out. The hireling instruments were 
publicly and ostentatiously hauled about the 
city from poll to poll, and their deliberate re- 
peating performed without any attempt at 
secrecy or disguise. The purpose was pro- 
claimed,—the fraudulent votes polled were 
polled. avowedly to carry the charter, which 
the public at large had been led to believe 
was to be rejected unanimously. Such a 
proceeding has never been perpeftrat- 
ed on so extensive a scale in this 
eity before, and the question to be consid- 
eren at the meeting to-night is, Shall it 
become the rule in Chicago for the future? 
Shall all our elections be controlled by the 
gang of a few hundred professional criminals 
who have recently undertaken to run the 
city, control the courts and juries, determine 
official appointments, and give immunity to 
crime? Is the City Government to pass into 
the hands of these people, not only indirectly 
but directly? Is the Mayor to be selected by 
the chiefs of the slums, and is an election to 
the Common Council to be decided over a 
faro-table? If the people of Chicago now 
refuse to take notice of this open and undis- 
guised fraud at the so-called charter election, 
and, by acquiescence, sanction the stuffing of 
ballot-boxes and election returns without 
poll-books or poll-lists, then there ean be no 
complaint hereafter when this shall become 
the established rule. 

The present eity charter has some restraints 
upon the Common Council and upon its 
powers to tax; the charter of 1875 has even 
more stringent restraints, and has a peremp- 
tory limit upon the rate of taxation; but the 
charter of 1872 abolishes all restrictions, and 
transfers all governmental control and power 
to the Common Council; and this Common 
Council may incréase the direct tax from 
$5,500,000 of last year, to $10,000,000 or 
$12,000,000 this year, and with like indaefi- 
nite increase. every year. For this threat- 
ened revolution in the law and government 
of the city, the 100 professional criminals 
who engineered the frauds and procured 
their execution at the so-called election on 
the 23d of April are responsible. For this 
crime against law, good order, the integrity 
of elections, and popular government, these

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A BUSINESS-LIKE TRIAL. 

The wife of a prominent navy officer was 
recently knocked down in Sixth avenue, New 
York, by a bold desperado and robbed of her 
purse. Instead of adopting the usual female 
expedient of fainting away, she immediately 
arose to her feet and raised an alarm. A 
policeman happened to be near at hand. He 


He was promptly indicted, and the see- 
ond day was tried, found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to eighteen years’ imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary. His experience as a high- 
wayman lasted just two days. One cannot 
sufficiently admire the prompi and summary 
manner in which justice was meted out to 
this scoundrel, and the business-like way in 
which it was done. When the lady called for 
help the policeman was not half a mile away, 
as policemen are in some cities. Wher he 
arrested his prisoner, he did not lose his man 
by not knowing how to use his revolver, as 
happens to some policemen. The indictment 
which was procured against him turned out 
to be a good one instead of a bad one, as 
happens in some places. The trial was 
ended in a day instead of a month 
or six months. The sentence was short, 
sharp, decisi ve, and adequate, instead 
of being a farce, as has happened in other 
places. There seems to have been no subter- 
fuges of shysteré, no tampering with the ju- 
ry, no tedious delays, no brow-beating of the 
Court, no assemblage ef roughs and bruisers 
to intimidate the jurymen, no perjuring of 
witnesses, no lack of moral courage upon the 
part of the Court, no buying off of the com- 
plainant, no sudden illmesses, nor mysterious 
disappearances from the city. The iron was 
struck while it was hot, and justice was vin- 
dicated. There is nothing which ean strike 
such terror to brutes and rufflans 
as the prompt administration of retributive 
justice, and the knowledge that they cannot 
escape the penalty of the law by the artifices 
of cunning shysters or the pressure of the 
mob. For this reason, it would not be alto- 
gether inappropriate to obtain the official 
record of this case, frame it and hang it up 
in the court-rooms of Chicago as a good prec- 
edent to follow. A few cases treated by such 
@ prescription would rapidly reduce the ruf- 
fianiem which is practiced with so much im- 
punity in this city.

THE INJUNCTION CASE. 

The question whether the Courts have the 
power to enjoin municipal corpozaticns in 
such eases as the one presented to Judge 
WIILLIAus in the matter of decluring the char- 
ter adopted, will be heard, argaed, and proba- 
bly determined, this week. It is a question 
of considerable importance In one aspect. If 
the Court shall decide that this is a case of 
the class where such such. an injunction may 
be issued, and that the facts are of a charac- 
ter justifying such am injunction, then the 
present temporary injunction will be made 
perpetual, subject, of course, to an appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 

If, however, the Court should reach the de- 
cision that the Common Council have no dis- 
cretion over the returns; that ite authority 
is merely to ascertain, declare, and put on 
record the returns of the election judges as 
made; and that the exercise of this power 
does not deprive the community of an ade- 
quate remedy at law, by which the validity 
of the election may be judicially determined, 
and that an injunction against such canvass 
ought not to issue, then the present tempo- 
rary injunction will be dissolved. But is this 
the end of the matter? The law provides a 
mode by which special elections of this kind, 
upon questions submitted to the vote of the 
people, may be contested. There can, how- 
ever, be no contest of an election the result 
of which is not officially declared. In case 
the temporary injunction be dissolved, the 
Council will, of course, at once declare the 
result of the election of April 23, and a bill 
will be filed, as required by law, contesting 
the election. 

An injunction to restrain a Board of Can- 
vassers performing the mere clerical duty of 
tabulating the returns of an election, and au- 
nouncing the number of affirmative and the 
number of negative votes, is one thing, but 
an injunction restraining any officer or other 
person assuming or exeé®cising functions in 
consequence of the declaration of such a re- 
sult, is another thing. The issue will’ be 
again raised whether a Court may not, after 
the Council has dedlared the result of the 
election, substantially enjoin the substitution 
of the new charter of 1872 in place of the

The fiscal year of the United States ends 
June 30. 
The Treasury Department estimated that 
the receipts during the year ending June 30, 
1875, would be:

The late Congress tinkered the revenue 
laws twice during the last session: first, by 
what is known as the Little Tariff bill; and, 
second, by the Dawzs bill increasing the du. 
ties on the bulk of the imports 10 per cent, 
and increasing the tax on whisky. This law 
went inte operation early in March, but as 
whisky on hand was not taxed there has 
been no appreciable increase of revenue from 
that source. It is more than probable that 
whisky mide before the increase of the tax, 
and therefore not subject to the increase, will 
continue to be sold for years to come. 

The tinkering of the tariff has failed to in- 
crease the revenue from imports. There has 
been a large decline in imports. The value 
of the iron and steel, wool and woolens, cot 
ton, silk, anil linen goods imported in 1872 
was $237,739,688; in 1873 the value was 
$185,219,545; and in 1874 it was only $189,- 
707,127. So fur as the present year has pro- 
greased, the falling off is in the same propor- 
tion. In the meantime the quantities of goods 
in warehouse as compared with" previous 
years has declined seriously. Nor has there 
been any corresponding increase of home 
production in these lines of manufactures. 
The fact is that fourteen years of continued 
protective taxation has consumed the pur- 
chasing means of the people. We are no 
longer able to buy ef other nations, and uo 
longer able to buy of home manufacturers. 
The laborers employed by the latter are so 
taxed upon all they consume that they cannot 
live upon the wages they receive. The man- 
ufactorers, having a reduced market and a 
reduced demand, are unable to advance wages. 
The result is commercial stagnation. To help 
on the general depression Congress added ad- 
ditional taxes upon all the manufactured goods 
entering inte general use, and expected there- 
by to increase consumption. As if people 
already impoverished would buy more goods 
because the price was advanced 10 or 15 per 
cont ! 

We are therefore manufacturing less and 
importing leas, because the people are unable 
to purchase; and, as a consequence, it is pos- 
sible there will be a deficiency of revenue at 
the end of the year. Had Congress, instead 
of increasing the taxes on the great lines .of 
manufactures, reduced them, and reduced them 
largely, and retained the purely revenue taxes 
on tea and coffee, there would have been an 
increased demand for both foreign and do- 
mestic goods; there would be more revenve 
for the Government, more labor employed, 
more mills in full operation, and the great 
body of the people would have more goods 
for their money. , 


THE KHEDIVE-KING. 

The Eastern question that puzzles states- 
men’s brains to-day is: What ia the Khe- 
dive of Egypt doing, and what does he meaa 
todo?” The first part of the query may be 
answered, but the second must wait till time 
brings the reply. 

The Government of Egypt ‘is not an out- 
growth from the people. It is not even in 
sympathy with them. Its activity, its civil- 
izing processes are wholly at variance with 
their traditions, their faith, their nature. 
Will Khedive or subjects prove the stronger ? 
His vast power and their vast inertness makes 
the problem resemble the old one of the ef- 
fect of an irresistible force upon an immova- 
ble body. The Egypt of to-day is like the 
Pyramids veneered and varnished. A thin 
crust of civilization covers deep atratu of bar- 
barism. The little leaven may leaven the 
whole lump, or the crust may be shattered 
and destroyed by the strong forces it now 
confines, 

The Khedive has done a great deal, and in 
doing more. Egypt owes to him her rail- 
roads and canals; the gigantic irrigation- 
works which have made the Delta so much 
more productive and have greatly swelled the 


printing-presses ; improvements in agricul- 
ture; increased security; and a variety of 


social innovations. Among the latter, the 


most sweeping are those which relate to the 
condition:.of women. Schools have been 
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Finally, the annual tribute to Turkey, the 
recognition of the Sultans shadowy suprem- 
acy, absorbs great sums. 

Ils the Khedive really attempting to make 
a vast African Empire,“ asks Mr. Wanwen, 
‘‘oris he only endeavoring to suck out the 
riches of the South for his depleted treasury ? 
It seems to us that he is trying to do both. 
To make an Empire, he must make money as 
well as create civilization. So he seeks to 
elevate the condition of his immediate sub- 
jects, to strengthen his Empire, and to in- 
crease the taxable area at one and the same 
time. The picture Egypt presents is a Goy- 
ernment that loves energy ruling a. people 
that hates energy. Anywhere else the peo- 
ple wonld win, but an Oriental despotism is 
a strangely strong power, and this intelligent 
despotism may carry its point. The forty 
centuries on the Pyramids must look down 
with calm amazement upon the fuss and fury 
of this forty-first. 


THE HARPER DEPOSITS. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Hanzrrn, 
the late Grain Inspector, was charged with 
being in arrears, or short in his cash account, 
and that in explanation of part of the alleged 
deficiency it was given out that he had 
$10,000 on deposit in the Cook County Na- 
tional Bank. Upon this point the Spring- 
field Register of April 28 says: 

Since the report cf the Investigating Committee of 
the late General Assembly, certain facta have just 
come into our possession which show that n making 
deposits, and etharwise disposing of the State funds, 
Mr. Hasrzr has been acting under authority outside 
of his office, It id known that he has a deposit of 
$10,000 in the Cook County National Bank, which ée- 
posit was made, it is alleged, by the direction of the 
Governor, for the purpose of being used as the basis 
of a credit fr the Inter-Ocean, Mr, Aten, President 
of the bank, Mr. Faru, of tiie’ Initer-Ocean, and 
Hanres’s bondsmen, can confirm this statement, in 
substance, at least. 

If this statement of the Register be true, 
it will be accepted by many asa partial ex- 
planation, at least, of the seeming defiance 
with which Mr. Hum treated the effort to 
suspend or remove him. Many will accept 
this statement as showing that Mr. Harm 
did not believe he would be removed so 
long as this deposit, made under such cireum- 
stances, was.unsettled. The change in the 
office has been slow and protracted, and it is 
supposed that this is to give time in which 
Mr. Hanns can be relieved of responsibility 
for this $10,000. It is not likely that the 
State will be forced to sustain the loss.

The elements of Nature seem to have a 
special spite against the South. Last sum- 
mer and fall great floods swept away thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of property in the Val- 
ley of the Mississippi, and, since the new year 
came in, tornadoes have been busy keeping 
up the work of destruction. In February, 
the Town of Houstonia, Mo., was visited by 
a tornado which destroyed the buildings, 
killed 6 people, and wounded 17 others. In 
March, Rienzi, Miss., was nearly destroyed, 
6 persons were killed, and many injured, and 
a water-spout burst at Fayetteville, Tenn., 
causing great destruction of property. A sec- 
ond tornado at Richland, 8. C., killed 2 
persons and injured many others. The 
third swept ever Georgia with unparalleled 
fury, involving a loss of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, killing 300 people, and 
maiming many more. The fourth struck in 
Louisiana, killing several negroes. The fifth 
killed 5 persons in Mississippi and injured 25 
others, In April, a tornado killed 5 persons 
at Little Rock, Ark. May opened with a tor- 
nado at Columbia, 8. C., which wrecked 
many houses, killed 1 person and injured 
mary.

All American citizens have ac- 
quired this right by the bill which passed the 
last Congress, setting apart a certain portion of 
the Island of Mackinaw, within the State of 
Michigan, as a National Park. The substantial

All of the Island of Mackinaw now held by 
the United States under military reservation, or 
otherwise, except the fort and ite more imme- 
diate surroundings, is withdrawn from settie- 
ment or sale, and dedicated to the purposes of a 
National Public Fark. This, aa the bill runs, is 
for the health, comfort, and pleasure, and for 
the benefit aod enjoyment of the people.” All 
this is to be provided by regulations to be drawn 
by the Secretary eof War, under whose 
exclusive control the Publie Park in placed.

East Saarmaw, Mich., May 2.—Railroad mat- 
ters are the main topic of discussion in the Sag- 
inaws. Last summer a company was formed te 
construct a railroad from St. Clair River to Chi- 
cago Via Saginaw and Fruitport, styled the Chi- 
cago, Bagineéw & Canada Railroad. On this 
route there is at present in operation a line of 
road between Saginaw City and the Village of St. 
Louis, 30 miles long, styled the Saginaw Valley 
& St. Louis Road. From the western terminus 
of the latter road the Chicago, Saginaw & Cana- 
da Company have 40 miles of road graded and 
ready for won, to Lakeview. The iron 
for the same has been purchased of the 
Cleveland rolling-mills, and paid for, to 
be delivered on or before June 1. The same 
Company have also eonstructed a bridge across 
the river at this point, and obtained right of way 
and a graded track through East Saginaw. On 
the 1éth of September last an agreement was 
entered into by the Executive Committees of the 
Chicago, Saginaw & Canada Company and the 
Saginaw Valley & St. Louis Company, by which the 
former road had option to lease or purchase the 
Saginaw Valley & St. Louis Road (if 
at $300,000, subject to a bonded debt of $450,000. 
if leased at $61,000 per annum), This agree- 
ment wan subject to the Chicago, Sacinaw & 
Canada Company obtaining right of way through 
both cities and building a bridge across the river 
here, all off which has been carried ont. The 

reement was signed and ratified by the 
Chicago, Saginaw & Canada Company. 
For years certain capitalists of Saginaw 
City have opposed every enterprise cal- 
culated to benefit Kast Saginaw, and, con- 
trolling the Saginaw Valley & St. Louis Road. 
they ignored the agreement entered into by the 
Executive Committee of both roads, and called 
a meeting of stockholders at Saginaw City yes- 
terday to vote on the extension of that road, iode- 
pendent of the Chicago, Saginaw & Canada Road. 
The meeting was largely attended, and it was 
voted to increase the capital stock of the Sag- 
inaw Valley & St. Louis Road to $850,000, and 
extend the road from St. Louis to Grand Rapids.
